BULLETINS TWICE A DAY 


Physicians Find Patient Too 
Sick to Be Removed from 
His Hotel in Rome. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

ROMBE, March 8.-—J, Pierpont Morgan ts 
in imminent danger of death. His physicians 
at 8 o'clock this evening issted a bulletin 
in which they said their patient’s condition is 
“most critical.” Their official announcement 
is confirmatory of alarming reports that for 

veral days have been’ prevalent regarding 
his fllness. 

Mr. Morgan's son-in-law, Herbert L. Sat- 
terleé, who is with him at the Grand hotel 
here, was optimistic in his-statement late to- 
night to correspondents, but the physicians 
indicate the worst ig to be feared if @ re- 
action does not set im speedily, 


Unable to Take Nourishment. 

For severa) days Mr. Morgan has been un- 
able to take any nourishment and his 
strength has failed rapidly. The attending 
and consulting physicians are in complete 
accorad on the diagnosis. 

Dr. M. Allen Starr, noted nerve specialist 
of New York, who Is travelling in Italy with 
his family, came on from Naples to Rome 
and consulted early this evening with Dr, 
G. A. Dixon, Mr. Morgan's persona! physi- 
sian, and Prof. Giuseppe a the 
Italian specialist. on 

Dr. Starr had already madeen examination 
of Mr. Morgan on the latter's retura to 
Naples from Cairo. He reached here last 
night and visited Mr. Morgan immediately, 
He visited him again this morning, end fore 


| third time fn the evening. 


The Physician’s Bulletin. 
After this evening’s consultation the doc- 
tors issued this bulletin: , 

A week ago Mr. Morgan wae persuaded 
to go to bed and remain there, fn order 
to conserve his strength. Until Wednes 
day afternoon he did very well under the 
régime. He rested and slept without the 
aid. of drugs, and took @ satisfactory 
amount of nourishment. On Wednesday 
afternoon he began to refuse food, and 
since then it has been impossible to nour- 
ish him. He has lost weight and strength 
very rapidly. His nervous system is 
showing this, and it has added to the 
strain seriously. 

Mr. Morgan bas not developed any or- 
ganic trouble, but is so exceedingly weak 

that his present condition must be con- 
‘ gidered. most critical.

The order came with so little warning that 
neither the guardsmen mor the reserves were 
anywhere near ready. Capt. Evers of the 
reserves had been sleeping at headquarters 
for a week in expectation of just such orders, 
But last night he went home and was in bed 
in Wilmette when the telegram Was read to 
him by phone by one of his officers. Lieut,

The railroad tracks, the more important 
business houses, and many of fts people of 
moderate means remain in the lowlands. 
Hereand there an old family has retained its 
homestead on an island or at some other de- 
sirable place near the river. Generally speak- 
ing, the newer houses have been built well 
above the flood line, for Logansport has had 
floods before. 

The city gets [ts water supply from the Pel 
river, It is pumped directly into the mains 
without filtration or sedimentation. 

The people well up the hillside use water 
from individual wells. These are of the | 
artetian type. The city water is used gen- 
erally in the lower parts of the town, though 
fm the flats are many dug wells. 


Floods Where Danger Lies. 

On Monday night the flood rushed down 
the Wabash afid over the low banks into 
the city streets. Just that part of the city 
where the flooding was worst was the por- 
tion where the water supply could be moat 
polluted by flood water. The yard vaults 
were washed of their contents, and the wesh- 
tnge cafried over and into the open wells.. 

The alternative, and the better one at that, 
was the city water, but it is soupy thick 
with.the turbid flooding of Wel river. 

At its worst the water stood ten feet or 
deeper in the stores and homes, It smeared 
mud over everything and flowing eway left 
the floors, the streets, whatever it stood over, 
coated with slimy mud from one inch to 
three feet thick. 

Only two lives were lost Dy drowning. 

The loss from wrecked houses and water 
soaked, mud fuined goods will mount tnto 
the hufidreds of thousands. 


Forced. to Drink Polluted Water, 

Now oemes the aftermath. Since last Tues- 

day the people have been drinking polluted 
water. ' 
The water consumed at the flood height 
was muddy and dirty and bad enough, but ft 
was not as dangerous as is the less muddy 
but more polluted water now in the mains 
and wells. 

The people are anxious to get Logansport 
clean. On Saturday morning the streets were 
being flushed, the cellars pumped out, the 
floors scraped and washed, and the carpets 
an@rugs sunnedand aired.

THE BOND ISSUE. 

Tur Trisune cannot advise any citizen 
toe vote for the bond issue to be submitted 
for approval in tomorrow’s election. The 
money is needed, but this method of getting 

‘% ie an expedient so dangerous that Tux 
Trrsunm will not assume any degree of 
Ma bility In advocacy. 

Mayor Harrison assumes the responsibil- 
ity and so far as thie paper is concerned 
he must carry that accountability alone. 

The city has on a tight pair of shoes which 
pinch and hurt, but the method proposed 
for relief is merely to cut holes where the 
pinch is most severe. The only cure is a 
new pair. 

The policies of the city administration are 
not aggressive when correction is asked for 
the extravagant duplication and triplication 
of municipal functions in which the money 
is Wasted. — 

There would be plenty of money if the 
superfluous municipalities were absorbed 
and if Chicago were organized for the eco- 
nomical, efficient administration of affairs. 
A pinching shoe would hasten the. — 
of the better plan. 

The mayor says that without the bond 
issue the city hall employés must go with- 
out 20 per cent of their salaries for this year 
and that the police, fire, and health depart- 
ments must be seriously depleted. 

If the citizen feels that he must impose 
upon himself the burden of a bond issue as 
an unavoidable evil let him at the same time 
blame himself for failing to insist that the 
real canse of financial troubles be removed.

HE City club of is holding a 
housing exhibition, and, in connec- 
tion with it, a series of discussions 
of housing problems.

It is a safe bet that no political party 
is prepared to do anything, though it is 
equally a safe bet that several parties will 
promise to agitate for better housing, and 
will prepare the minds of their followers 
for this subject as rapidly as possible.

A serious question remains as to whether 
Lady Wolseley will find that she has suf- 
ficient money on which to support her peer- 
age. 

When the government bestowed it upon 
her father, it refrained from endowing the 
dignity with an annuity of $10,000 for his 
own life and for that of the two next holders 
of the peerage, as had been done in the cases 
of other successful soldiers, and caused par- 
Mament to vote to him in lieu thereof two 
grants of money, amounting together to the 
sum.of $250,000. 

Though so clever as a goldier and so able 
as a military organizer, Lord Wolseley was 
not a good business man. He was se un- 


fortunate in his investments that he is cred-. 


ited with having lost all the money com- 
prised in the parliamentary grant, and, some 
years ago, was forced by financial stress to 
sell his charming country seat at Glynde, in 
Sussex, and all the treasures with which 
he had surrounded himself there, compris- 
ing many valuable engravings, paintings, 
fine old furniture, and, above all, many 
beautiful specimens of Sevres, Crown Derby, 
and old Staffordshire china. -

The head of the Wolseley family is not the 
Viscountess but Sir Charles Michael Wolse- 
ley of Wolseley Hall in Staffordshire, who 
is married to an American wonian, a daugh- 
ter of the late Daniel T. Murphy of New 
York and San Francisco, 

Sir Charles is a veteran of the Afghan war 
of 1879, through which he served as weer 
tern of a lancer regiment, 

He can prove by authentic evidence an un- 
broken descent from early Saxon times, and 
can show the inheritance of his present 
estates in the male line direct from a period 
anterior to the Norman conquest in 1066. 

In fact the Staffordshire property of Sir 
Charles is on record as having in olden times 
borne the name of Wisselei, and as having 
been conferred on a certain Edwardus by 
King Egbert for his services in connection 
with the extermination of wolves in England. 

It is on this account that a-wolf’s head 
figures on the armorial beatings of the 
Wolseleys, and that the wolf also appears 
in the family motto, which is ‘‘ Homo homini 
lupus "(Man is a wolf to his fellow man), 
a singularly appropriate motto for a family 
which has furnished so many eéldiers to the 
state. >

of the origins of vice via women’s wages? 
You have said something that was worth 
saying and that needed saying. The subject 
happens to be one on which I have @ little 
practical knowledge, as certain work which I 
was doing for the government during two 
years, 1907-09, brought me into direct per- 
sonal touch with numerous women of the un- 
éerworld, and I saw their life, not in the spot- 
light of an investigation, but in ite day-by- 
day reality. I then came to the conclusion 


three possible reasons for women taking up 
vice asa profession: First, seduction, usually 
at a very early age, after which the giri 
feels, or is made to feel by persons for whom 


| she holds commercial possibilities, that there 


is no return for her, and she might as well 
go “the limit” and get out of it whatever 
she can; second, natural inclination, and, 
last, economic pressure. 

As to the women who drift into an evil 
life through inclination, I cam only say that 
their number Is larger than ig popularly sup- 


posed. One does not have to go to the Ten- 


derloin to find the “ natural prostitute.” 
Leaving these out of the question, there re- 
main the first and third classes who may 
justly enough be considered victims of en- 
vironment, The first_ accounts for a very 
large—probably the NMrfest—percentage of 
the whole.

Here we give the contractor a per- 
mit setting aside, in many Cities, the space 
directly {n front of his premises and extend- 
ing out one-third of the.width of the etreet. 
In effect, the street is narrowed one-third. 
Therefore traffic is congpated and delayed at 
this point. - | 

Materials of all kinds are dumped here, un- 
confined, and some of them are tracked and 
blown about the streets to the discomfort 
of pedestrians and at an added expense to 
the street cleaning departments. 

In other words, we turn over the public 
street, however busy or important it may 
be, to the contractor for storage purposes. 
We allow him to inconvenience the public, 
to interfere with traffic, and to have his ma- 
terial scattered over the street to be swept 
up at the city’s expense. 

The sidewalks also are occupieg to a great- 
er extent than necessary. The least that 
should be required of a contractor is to con- 
fine the materials and to pay any extra ex: 
pense In the way of street cleaning his work 
involves. 

- The presence of these conditions does not 
mean that we cannot have clean streets, but 
it does mean that they are e@ source of an- 
noyance and an unnecessary expense to the 
city that should not be countenanced.

Vice President of Southern Pacific Says

“Unless there is a general movement for- 
ward to the land this country will be an im- 
porter instead of an exporter of wheat within 
three years,” said E. O. McCormick, vice 
president in charge of traffic of Southern 
Pacific, today.

Says Rev. L: W. Sprague. 


HE Bible as a literary study in public 
schools was advocated by the Rey. Leslie 
Willis Sprague in a ann yesterday in 
ws oe Avenue Congregational 
church. : 

“It ought te be considered forever impossible 
to teach anything of a dogmatic or sectarian 
character in the public schools,” he said, “ but 
this eught net to exclude the teaching of the 
Bible as literature. It is robbing the child of 
his naturel right te de se, because many of the 


greatest peets, like Shakspeare, Milton, Words- | 


worth, and essayista like Cariyle, eannot be 
understood without a krmewledge of the Bible. 
In modern seciological and even in political 
writinge there are allugiong that cannot be 
understood without a knowledge of the Bible. 
“Knowledge of the Bible is alse needed for 
its moral wisdom, America faces grave moral 
dangers, as seen tn the spread of crime and 
vice, tn the destruction of the family life, and 
fn- the pollution of the springs of idealism. 
Moral training is, to say the least, as impor- 
tant as the training in mathematics and pen- 
manship. Citizens and homemakers are as im- 
portant ag clerks and mechanics, It is easy to 
give this moral instruction through the Bible 
without intruding any sectarian qualities.”

M. Muratore has bee’ ngaged by Mr. Dippel 
for the Chicago opera’s :xt season. He should 
prove a valuable acquis: on to the company, for 
he is a master of song His voice, as its capa- 
bilities were displaye: yesterday, proved to be 
@ rich and delightfull: flexible lyric tenor with 
power ample for big dramatic moments and a 
range that lacks only the high C. Its chief 
artistic asset for concert purposes is a delicious 
messa voce used with evidences of thtelligence 
and refinement rarely encountered among tenors. 
His interpretative gifts and attainments include 
taste, musicianship, and admirable histrionic 
resources. 

Mme. Cavalieri’s voice is flat, colorless, and 
uneven. Often it is loud. She reinforces her 
slight command of interpretative nuance with 
the meager resources of a restricted repertory 
of stereotyped gesture. But her figure is slender, 
graceful, and well preserved, her carriage regal, 
and her presence serenely poised. She can sing 
badly with a better grace than any prima donna 
now before the American public, which is an 
achievement worthy of note. 

The program was atrocious. The event may 
be described as a concert only for lack of a 
better term. It is not customary to advertise 
a musical attraction as an operatic caricature, 
but the efforts of Mme. Cavalieri and M. Mura- 
tore as interpreters of the final act of “ Car- 
men,” supported by much loud and vicious piano 
playing, resulted in a distortion of art that 
only Buropeans would have the effrontery to 
offer to the American public. 

It speaks well for managerial resource that 
the final concert of the Kneisel quartet's pres- 
ent series sustained the high average of attend- 
ance which has been the rule for this season. 
The program presented the D major quartet of 
Hayden, the G minor quartet of Grieg, and the 
Schumann piano quartet with Rudolph Genz as 
agsisting artist. In the latter composition Mr. 
KEneisel, Mr. Svecenski, and Mr. Willeke joined 
Mr. Ganz in sustaining a flawless ensemble. 
The scherzo was-a marvel of lightness and 
whimsical good humor. The andante cantabile 
brought much honor to the incomparable tone 
of Mr. Willeke’s cello and Mr. Svecenski’s viola. 
Mr. Ganz was efficient and discreet, adorning the 
piano part with many delicate and subtly con- 
trasted shades of tone and mood, but keeping 
it beautifully subservient to the values of the 
musical whole.

We manage on $42 per month to have plenty 
to eat and wear, plenty of fuel, and a reason- 
able amount of amusements, and keep out of 
debt. There are six of us in our family—my 
husband and I and four small children. Our 
rent is $7.50 per month and $20 is about the 
average per month spent for food, of which we 


always have plenty. Some of the ways I save 


on my grocer and butcher bill is by buying 
everything by the pound and not by the dimes 
and quarter's worth, and also seeing that I 
receive a full pound. I never buy anything 
in boxes or packages that I can buy in the bulk. 
I get good macaroni for 5 cents a pound in the 
bulk; if I bought it by the package it would 
cost me 6 cents for seven ounces. Lima beans 
cost 16 cents per can, but 5 cents worth soaked 
over night, boiled in the morning with a small 
piece of butter, makes more and better tasting 
beans. About 5 cents worth of peaches or ap- 
ples soaked over night and cooked next day 
with about 6 cents worth of sugar gives me 
more and better fruit than if I bough’ a can 
for 20 or 25 cents. I seldom have.frie | meat;

Put over the fire 
for a bit, and add three or four chopped to- 
matoes and four cloves of crushed garlic. When 
the water has been cooked out of the tomatoes 
—which takes three or four minutes-—put the 
codfish into the pan; add a “ bouquet garni,” 
consisting of a little parsley, celery, thyme, 
and a leaf of laurel bound together; season 
with a little pepper, cayenne or Spanish pepper, 
the juice of a lemon; moisten with a glass of 
white wine and a full pint of water, and allow 
all to cook until the liquid is reduced to a 
sauce, so that when it ts served.each piece of 
fish will be covered with sauce.
